Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Two items sere discussed in the interview: 

(A) on applicant's question of whether Wu et al. teaches first and second moments, the examiner pointed out that the 
applicant admits that Wu et al. teaches g and g' as moment of the legendre polynomial development, however, 
applicant states that these two parameters are related to the first moment and not the second moment (see applicant's 
discussion points in paper no. 13, first page). The examiner explained to the applicant that the specification has 
defined the first moment as anisotropy factor (see specification page 10, first line of 2nd parag.) which is taught by Wu 
et al. (see for example col. 2, lines 58-62), however, the applicant is silent on the concept of the second moment as 
what this moment is and what it does. Wu et al. utilizes Legendre polynomial expansion in Monte Carlo method (see 
col. 7, line 15-col. 8, line 10+) to reach to moments g and g' (se col. 7, line 15-col. 10, line 45+) which are in 
accordance with specifications of applicant in using Monte Carlo theory. 

(B) on question of Wu et al. teaching of distance between source and the source, the examiner explained to Mr. Shea 
that Wu teaches this distance R (described at least in col. 7 lines 1-47) as photons traveling between the source and 
detector in Z direction (shown in at least fig. 1 , items 26, 28 and 29). 
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
